HARRISBURG (U P I)—Minus 
pain or strain, the state expects 
to send the federal government 
$37.5 million check on Nov.

The remittance will be the 
second installment in liquidation 
of $192 million in loans obtain­ 
ed by Pennsylvania in 1958 to 
keep the Unemployment Com 
pensation Trust Fund from go 
ing broke and pay temporary 
extended benefits to the long 
term jobless. 
But the painless payment will 
make more of a dent in the 
huge advances than it will in 
the once - brittle fund. Even 
shrunk by $37.5 million, the job­ 
less pay coffers are expected to 
post a year-end balance of $223 
million, a full $93 million in 
strictly state money. The out­ 
standing debt will be down to 
$130 million, with four years 
remaining to pay it off. 
At the end of 1963, the fund 
contained just $156 million, $11 
million shy of the total then 
(and now) owed the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Fund Building Up 
By all signs, the big payment 
is an illustration that the fund, 
while still a long way from its 
desired level, is snapping back 
at a good pace from the reces­ 
sion battering of the late 1950’s 
and subsequent periods w’hen 
Pennsylvania’s recovery lagged 
behind the rest of the nation.

Benefit Payments Decline 
By far the most significant 
statistic offered by Jack B. 
Brown, director of the Bureau 
of Employment Security, is the 
impact of the improved econ­ 
omy on jobless benefits. As late 
as March, he had figured a $250 
million payout for 1964, without 
a single change in the law. He 
now pegs that figure at $200 
million. 
The benefit revisions which 
took effect July I are expected 
to net the fund a six - month 
saving of $10 to $15 million, a 
third to a half of the $28 million 
estimated gain from this cate­ 
gory. 
It all adds up to a predicted 
payout of $185 to $190 million, 
compared with about $236 mil­ 
lion for all of 1963. 
Employer Contributions 
On the income side of the 
ledger, Brown estimates con­ 
tributions based on 1964 will 
come to between $308 and $313 
million as against $268 million 
for 1963. Higher employer con­ 
tributions were expected to pro­ 
duce $35 million more this year. 
Rolled back to Jan. I by the 
law, they stretched out the tax 
base from the first $3,000 to the 
first $3,600 of the amount earn­ 
ed annually by each employe.
